Plans for a subway system, extending into 
four sections of the city and in@ependent of 
all existing transportation lines, was sub- 
mitted to the city council local transporta- 
tion committee yesterday by the harbor and 
subway common. 

This proposed system is intended to pro- 
vide for an up to date subway service on 
the north to Lawrence avenue, on the south 
to Sixty-third street, on the southwest to 
South Fortieth avenue and West Twelfth 
street, and on the northwest to Monticello 
and Grand avenues or Milwaukee end Bel- 
mont avenues. The estimated cost is 6106. 
200. 000. 

Routed Through Thiek Population. 

The routes have been laid out through 
densely populated territory not now served 
by the elevated roads. It is proposed that 
this subWay system if built be leased to an 
independent company or operated by existing 
companies in addition to the lines already in 
use. The estimated capacity of this inde- 
pendent system of subways h 160,000 seats 


per hour,

The downtown loops proposed far the inde- 


penne system are practically the same as | 


outlined in the commission's first plan 
for a downtown subway, designed to relieve 
the congested union loop and make possible 
its. removal. John Ericson and James J. 
Reynolds, members of the commission, ex- 
plained that subway construction can be 
started as soon as authorized, as both plans 
contemplate practically the same rontes in 
the downtown district. 


Urges Saving of Time. 

Work can be started, they said, and then 
if it is decided to Ifmit subways to the down- 
town’ territory use by the erevated trains 
this later scheme for an extensive system 
need not be followed, If, however, the coun- 
ef] votes for an extensive system, as provid- 
ed in the plans submitted yesterday, the 
work ean continue and several months’ time 
will be saved. 0 

Relying on an opinion which Corporation 
Counsel Sexton made July 11, 1910, the sub- 
way engineers declare the city has the power 
to issue bonds for the construction and equip- 
ment of the subway, provided the bonds are 
a Hen upon property and are not included in 
the bonded debt of the city. Certain alder- 
men, quoting a Supreme court decision, say 
such a proceeding would be illega!, as the 
higher court bas decided that bonds so issued 
must be included in the city’s bonded indebt- 
edness and that the city cannot issue bonds 
in excess of ite limited bonding capacity. 


No Action Taken on Plans. 

The committee took no action yesterday in 
regard to the new plans of the commission. 
Its only action was to decide that at next 
Wednesday's meeting disposition of the un- 
derground property of thé public utility cor- 
porations will be considered in connection 
with subway construction, It is proposed 0 
provide compartments for the corporations’ 
underground property in the subway, if one 
is built. 

Mayor Harrison, who attended the mee - 
ing, suggested that the committee decide 
whether it desired subways before taking up 
the question of public utility corporations 
underground property. The aldermen side- 
stepped that position, however, without 
any discussion.

. a Court Judge Richard E. Burke 
yesterday declared there was entirely too 
much bigamy evidence appearing in the Chi- 
cago diverce courts, The judge followed this 
statement by sending one case to the etate’s 
attorney 's office for investigation looking to- 
ward a crimmal prosecution for bigamy. He 
said he would do the same in future cages of 
the kind. 

Harold I. Cleveland, magazine and novel 
writer, thrice married since 1888, is the man 
jeopardized by Judge Burke's action. Cleve- 
land's third wif¢ had petitioned to have her 
marriage annulled on the ground that he 
— another wife when he married her in 
1908. 


Similar Cases Too Numerous. 

There is too much evidence of bigamy 
developing in divorce and marriage annul- 
ment cases, the judge gald. It's time for 
action, and not action of the civil courts, 
either. I'm going to send this case to the 
states attorney's office for further investiga- 
tion, and if there is warrant in the facts there 
will be criminal progecution, 

In the last year I have had 1 of 
bigamy submitted in mf court in seven di- 
vorce and marriage annulment cases. Too 
often persons who should be prosecuted on 
a crimina) charge are without the jurisdic- 
tion of this court. This one is not and the 
case is going to be investigated.“ 

Assistant State's Attorney George Guen- 
ther was summoned by Judge Burke and wil! 
make the investigation to determine whether 
Cleveland is to be prosecuted on a charge 
of bigamy. Judge Burke continued the 
marriage annulment suit to March 13. 

Cleveland, who now resides at the Wilson 
avenue branch of thé T. M. C. A., received 
much publicity in the diverce courts in the 
fall of 1908, when wie No. 2, Mrs. Harriet 
Cleveland, obtained a divarce after filing a 
petition in which she named several women 
One of them, called Florence, is said to 
have been wife No, 3, whom Cleveland mar- 
ried in Valparaiso; Ind., as soon as No. 2 ob- 
tained her divorce.----~ 


Wite Learns of First Marriage. 

Last August Mrs. Florence Cleveland, the 
third wife, learned of wife No. 1, she told 
Judge Burke, through Bading « copy of an 
application for a divoree made by Mrs. Min- 
nesota M. Cleveland frem H. I. Cleveland. 
the or papers being filed in Minneapo- 
lis. e No. 1 obtained a divorce from 
Cleveland in the Minnesota ceurts later last 
summer. 

Following this evidence, Judge Burke cited 
Cleveland to appear. He warned him before 
taking the witness stand that anything he 
said might be used against him in @ criminal 
proceeding, but Cleveland ga id he wanted to 
explain. 

„Thought“ He Nad Divorce. 

He admitted having been married to Mra, 
Minnesota M. Cleveland, but said they parted 
in Minneapolis in 1900, his wife taking their 
children. He admitted marrying a second 
time, in 1900, at Durand, III., but said he 
thought he had a divorce from his first 
wife. 

‘‘I employed an attorney, Frank J. Lynch, 
to get aldivorce for me,” the witness said. 
I didn’t appear before any judge, but the 
attorney sald it was all right and that the 
divorce was granted.” Cleveland admitted 
he hacn't anything to show for his words, 
but gaid he hadi often asked his attorney for 
documentary proof à separation had been 
granted.

A negro, armed with a long knife. en- 
tered the county building yesterday after- 
noon with the avowed intention of aseas- 
sinating Probate Judge Charles 8. Cutting 
and his clerk, Harry nde. In the hal- 
w outside the courtreem he at- 
Pass John W. Rainey, assistant to the 

te judge. He was overpowered after 
a struggle in which three beilifla were aided 
by Mr. Rainey. 

The negro was pinned te the floor until the 
arrival of detectives from the central sta- 
tion. He resisted the efforts of the detect- 
ives to take him to the station and did not 
submit until excitement had spread through 
the county building. Judge Cutting had not 
convened court at the time and there was 
a hasty exodus te the corridors. 

A few weeks ago the astallant, Henry 
McIntyre, entered the office of Marry H. 
Felgar, a lawyer in the Metropolitan builld- 
ing, and tried to get Felgar to use his innu- 
enee in securing the appointment of his 

Mrs, Hattie Melntyre, as adminis- 
tratrix in the estate of Mrs. Anna Young. 
* distant reletive. _ 

Threatens to in Three Men. 

At that time Melntyre threatened to mil 
oe Cutting, Clerk Harry Rohde, and D 

R. Themas, Gn Attorney interested in the 
case, unless hie wife was appointed. The 
property involved in the estate amounted to 
about $1,000. William J. Dillon was ap- 


pointed administrator. 

McIntyre was enraged at the failure of 
the court to appoint hie wife. Judge Cut 
ting and his bailiffs had been warned by 
Mr. Felgar of his threats to kill. When 
the negro entered the courtroom and sat 
down not far from the judge's bench he was 
asked to leave by John King, a bailiff. 

“You never saw a black man like me 
in your Ute.“ McIntyre shouted. “ Five 
men swung over on the north side the other 
day for killing two men, and now one 
‘nigger’ is going to swing for killing 
three men. Judge Cutting ts one of them. 

The bailiff caught hold of the negros 
arm and was joined by Deputies Tony Lubi- 
neck and Sarsfield Dunne and Clerk Rohde, 
McIntyre succeeded in drawing his knife. 
but was prevented from using it. 


Tries to Slash Rainey. 
The negro was pushed into the corridor, 


where he continued to threaten the life of 


Judge Cutting and reiterated his intention 
of getting even with those who, according 
to his ideas, had not treated him fairly. En- 
countering Mr. Rainey, who had run from 
his office across the hall, the n lunged at 
him with the knife, but was prevented from 
striking. Rainey grappled with him and 
succeeded in wresting the knife from his 
hand. The weapon was a long one, the blade 
opening by pressure on a spring in the 
handle. 

“The fact that Judge Cutting was a little 
late in returning from lunch probably saved 
im. Attorney Harry H. Felgar said in dis- 
cussing the matter. I consider McIntyre 
a dangerous man, although he has never 
threatened me personally. The man told me 
that he would kill Judge Cutting, his clerk, 
and D. R. Thomas, an attorney connected 
with the care, unless his wife was appointed. 
I ordered him out of the office anu of course 
warned Judge Cutting. 


Attempted Murder Once Before? 

„Later I learned through another negro 
that McIntyre had gone to the county build- 
ing about a week ago with.a revolver in 
search of the judge. I also told the judge of 
this occurrence and he warned his clerks 
to watch for the man. While I thought the 
man was bluffing, at the same time I consid- 
eréd him Gangerous. He did not threaten 
me.“ 

McIntyre was taken to the Clark street 
police station and booked on a charge of 
making threats to kill. He will be given a 
hearing this morning in the Municipal court.

Produce Men Raise Prices. 


Speculators in butter and eggs swarmed 
down on the butter and egg board when 
they learned that stormy weather was fairly 
general through the west, and bid prices 
upward in an excited fashion. At the close 
of business the price committee of the ex- 
change announced a rise of 8 to 4 cents a 
dozen in eggs and of 1 cent a pound on all 
grades of creamery butter. 

Building trades work was practically 
stopped. It was estimated by labor léaders 
at night that 20,000 men were temporarily 
thrown out of’ work.

Wabash train No. 23, a local running be- 
tween Edwardsville and Alton, III., is ma- 
rooned in the snow two miles from Edwards- 
ville with a single passenger aboard. 

Two Wabash passenger trains are stuck in 
snowdrifts near Danville and traffic on 
that road is at a standstill. The Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois has passenger trains 
stalled at Broadlands and Sidel, and the 
Peoria and! Eastern division of the Big Four 
is blocked by trains stalled at Thornton, Ind., 
and Urbana. 

All train service on the Chicago, Hamilton 
and Dayton, Frisco, and Illinois Central has 
been stopped at Tuscola, lll, and trains are 
stalled in the snow banks outside of the city. 
In some places the snow is drifted ten feet 
deep. The wind is blowing a forty mile gale.

Michigan Traffic Halted. 

The worst blizzard experienced in Michigan 
in years was responsible for the death of at 
least one person and the injury of possibly 
twenty-five others as the result of collisions 
between trains or street cars. Steam and 
electric railroad traffic is paralyzed in all 
directions. Several treins are buried in snow 
drifts. 

At Bay City two street cars came together 
in the storm, injuring the motormen and 
several passengers. 

Two passenger trains on the Fruit belt line 
between Kalamazoo and ‘South Haven are 
buried in great snow banks and the passen- 
gers have been taken in sleighs to farm 
houses to be cared for until traffic can be 
resumed. 

Trains are reported stalled on the Michi- 
gan Central at Caledonia and Chester and at 
Birmingham on phe Grand Trunk. 


Other States Storm Swept. 

Sixteen inches of snow, driven by a forty 
mile wind, with a minimum temperature of 
24 degrees, were features of a storm which 
swept eastern Missour!l and western Ken- 
tucky. Oklahoma, Kansas, Texas, and 
Arkansas were also storm swept. 

A terrific wind and hail storm over the 
little town of Stamps, Ark., demoliehed sev- 
eral houses and killed cattle. Wind storms 
in many towns in Mississippi did great dam- 
age.

We should discriminate between two pur- 
poses we have in view. The first is the effort 
to provide what are themselves the ends of 
good government; tig: second is the effort to 
provide proper machinery for the achieve- 


ment of these ends. 

“The ends of good government in our 
democracy are to secure by genuine popular 
rule a high average of moral and material 
well being among our citizens. It has been 
well said that we have paid attention only 
to the accumulation of prosperity and that 
henceforth we must pay equal atten- 
tion to the proper distribution of prosperity. 
This is true., The only prosperity worth 
having is that which affects the mass of 
the people. We are bound to strive for the 
fair distribution of prosperity. 

“But it behooves us to remember that 
there is no use in devising methods for the 
proper distribution of prosperity unless the 
prosperity is there to distribute. I hold it 
to be our duty to see that the wage worker, 
the small producer. the ordinary consumer 
shell get their fair share of the benefit of 
business prosperity.

POLICY FOR TRUST CONTROL. 


Honest Business Should Be Encour- 
aged but Restraint Prevented. 


—ů ’ ; 

But it either is or ought to be evident to 
every one that buginess has to pros per before 
anybody can get any benefit from it. There- 
fore I hold that he is the real progressive, 
that he is the genuine champion of the peo- 
ple, who endeavors to shape the policy alike 
of the nation and of the several states sé 
as to encourage legitimate and honest busi- 
mess at the same time that he wars against 
all crookedness and injustice and unfairness 
and tyranny in the business world (for of 
course we can only get business put on a 
basis of permanent prosperity when the ele- 
ment of injustice ig taken out of it). 

Thie is the reason why I have for so 
many years insisted as regards our national 
government that it is both futile and mis- 


| 


big business by an attempt to restore busi- 
ness conditions as they were in the middle of 
the last century, before rallways and tele- 
graphs had rendered larger busne organ- 
izations both inevitable and desirable. 

“The effort to restore such conditions and 
to trust for justice solely to such proposed 
restoration is as foolish ag if we should 
attempt to arm our troops with the flintlocks 
of Washington's continentals instead of with 
modern weapons of precision. 


Flintlock Legislation Failure. 

Flintlock legislation of the kind that seeks 
to prohibit all combinations, good or bad, is 
bound to fall, and the effort, in so far as it 
accomplishes anything at all, merely means 
that some of the worst combinations are not 
checked, and that honest business is checked. 

“ What is needed is, first, the recognition 
that modern business conditions have come 
to stay, In so far at least as these conditions 
mean that business must be done in larger 
units, and then the cool headed and reso- 
lute determination to introduce an effective 


as to help legitimate business as an incident 
to thoroughly and completely safeguarding 
the interests of the people as a whole. 

We are a business people. The tillers of 
the soil, the wage workers, the business men 
—these are the three big and vitally im- 
The 
welfare of each division is vitally necessary 
to the welfare of the people as a whole. The 
great mass of business is. of course, done by 
men whose business is either small or of 
moderate size. 

Pitfalls for Business Man. 

„% The middle sized business men form an 
element of strength which 1s of literally in- 
calculable value to the nation. Taken asa 
class, they are among our best citizens, 
They have not been seekers after enormous 
fortunes; they have been moderately and 
justly prosperous by reason of dealing fairly 
with their customers. competitors, and em- 
ployés. They are satisfied with a legitimate 
profit that will pay their expenses of living 
and lay by something for those who come 
after. and the additional amount necessary 
for the betterment and improvement of their 
plant. 

“The average business man of this type 
is, as a rule, a leading citizen of his com- 
munity, foremost in everything that tells for 
its betterment, a man whom his neighbors 
look up to and respect; he is in no sense 
dangerous to his community, just because he 
is an integral part of his community, bone 
of its bone and flesh of its flesh. His life 
fibers are intertwined with the life fibers of 
his fellow citizens. 

“Yet nowadays many men of this kind, 
when they come to make necessary trade 
agreements with one another, find them- 
selves in danger of becoming unwitting 
transgressors of the law, and are af a loss to 
know what the law forbids and what it per- 


mits. 


Should Be Fixed Policy. 

“This is all wrong. There should be a 
fixed governmental policy, a policy which 
shal! clearly define and punish wrong doing, 
and shall give in advance full information 
to any man as to just what he can and just 
what he cannot legally and properly do. 

“It is absurd and wicked to treat the de- 
liberate lawbreaker as on an exact par with 
the man eager to obey the law, whose only 
desire ie to find out from some competent 
governmental authority what the law is and 
then live up to it. 1 

At is absurd to endeavor to regulate busi- 


ness in the Interest of the public by means 
of long-drawn laweults without any ac- 
companiment of administrative control and 
regulation, and Without any attempt to dis- 
criminate between the honest man who has 
succeded in nene 


na ve initiated the kind of progressive govern- 


ment which means not merely the preserva- 
tion of true democracy, but the extension 
of the principle of true democracy into in- 
duetrialism as well as into politics. 


Justice to Corporations. 

“One prime reason why the state has been 
so successful in this policy lies in the fact that 
it has done justice to corporations precisely 
as it has exacted justice from them. Its 
public utilities commission in a recent report 
answered cértain critics as follows: 

To de genefous to the people of the state at the 
expense of justice to the carriers would be a 
species of official brigandage that ought to hold 
the perpetrators up to the execration of all honest 
men. Indeed, we have no idea that the people of 
Wisconsin have the remotest desire to deprive the 
railroads of the state of aught that, in equality 
and good conscience, belongs to them, and ff any 
of them have, their wishes cannot be gratified by 
thie commission. 

„This is precisely the attitude we should 
take towards big business. It is the practical 


application of the principle of the square 
/ 


deal. 


Business Prosperity Good for All. 

Not only as a matter of justice, but in 
our own interest, we should scrupulously 
respect the rights of honest and decent busi- 
ness and should encourage it where its ac- 
tivities make, as they often do make, for 
the common good. It is for the advantage 
of all of us when business prospers. ~ 

It is for the advantage of all of us to have 
the United States become the leading nation 
in international trade, and we should not 
deprive this nation of the instruments best 
adapted to secure such international com- 
mercial supremacy. 

In other words, our demand is that big 
business give the people a square deal and 
that the people give a square deal to any man 
engaged in big business who honestly en- 
deavors to do what is right and proper. 


Would Break Up Guilty Concerns, 

On the other band, any corporation, big 
or little, which has gained its position by 
unfair methods and by interferehce with the 
rights of others, which has raised prices or 
Umited output im improper fashion and been 
guilty of demoraliging and corrupt practices, 
should not only be broken up but it should 
be made the business of some competent 
governmental body by constant supervision 
to see that it does not come together again, 
save under such strict control as to insure 
the community against all danger of a repe- 
tition of the bad conduct. 

The chief trouble with big business has 
arisen from the fact that big business has 
so often refused to abide by the principle 
of the square deal; the opposition which I 
personally have encountered from big busi- 
ness has in every case arisen not because I 
did not give a square deal but because I did. 

„All business into which the element of 
monopoly in any way or degree enters, and 
where it proves in practicejmpossible totally 
to eliminate this element of Monopoly, should 
be carefully supervised, regulated, and con- 
trolled by governmental! authority; and such 
control should be exercised by administra- 
tive, rather than judicial, officers. 


Fair Dealing for Worker. 

“No effort should be made to destroy a 
big corporation merely because it is big, 
merely because it has shown itself a pecu- 
liarly efficient business instrument. But we 
should not fear, if necessary, to bring the 
regulation of big corporations to the point of 
controlling conditions so that the wage- 
worker shall have a wage more than suffi- 
cient to cover the bare cost of living, and 
hours of labor not so excessive as to wreck 
his strength by the strain of unending toll 
and leave him unfit to do his duty as a good 
citizen in the community. 

Where regulation by competition (which 
is, of course, preferable) proves insufficient, 
we sould not shrink from bringing govern- 
mental regulation to the point of control of 
monopoly prices if it should ever become 
necessary to do so, just as in exceptional 
cases railway rates are now regulated. 
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OFFICIALS MUST DIVIDE WORK. 


Legislative and Judicial Departments 
Should Co-operate in Movement. 


„In emphasizing the part of the adminis- 
trative department in regulating combina- 
tions and checking absolute monopoly, I do 
not, of course, overlook the obvious fact 
that the legislature and the judiciary must 
do their part. 

The legislature should make it more clear 
exactly what methods are illegal, and then 
the judiciary will be in a better position to 
punish adequately and relentlessly those 
who insist on defying the clear legislative 
decrees. 

I do not believe any absolute private mo- 
nopoly is justified, but if our great combina- 
tions are properly supervised, so that im- 
moral practices are prevented, absolute mo- 
nopoly will not come to pass, as the laws ef 
competition and efficiency are against it. 


Keep Opportunity’s Path Open. 

„The important thing is this: that, under 
such government recognition as we may 
give to that which is beneficent and whole- 
some in large business organizations, we 
shall be most vigilant never to allow them 
to crystallize into a condition which shall 
make private initiative difficult. 

“Tt is of the utmost importance that in 
the future we shall keep the broad path of 
opportunity just as open and easy for our 


pbildren as it was for our fathers during 


the period which hes been the glory of Amer- 
ca’s

self upon his re‘ghbors that they are willing

the interest of the common good. It fs 
our prime duty to shape the industrial and 
s>cial forces so that they may tell for the 
meterial anc moral upbuilding of the farmer 
and the wage worker, just as they shouid 
do in the case of the business man. 

“You, framers of this constitution, be 
careful so to frame it that under it the 
people shall leave themselves free to do what- 
ever is necéssary in order to help the farmers 
of the state to get for themselves and their 
wives and children not only the benefits of 
better farming but also those of better busi- 
ness methods and better conditfons of life 
on the farm, 

Moreover, shape your constitutional ac- 
tion so that the people will be able through 
their legislative bodies, or, failing that, by 
direct popular vote, to provide workmen's 
compensation acts, to regulate the hours of 
labor for children, and for women, to pro- 
vide for their safety while at work, and to 
prevent overwork or work under unhyg#itenie 
or unsafe conditions. 


Make People's Decision Binding. 

“ Bee to it that no restrictions are placed 
upon legislative powers that will prevent 
the enactment of laws under which your 
people can promote the general welfare, the 
common good. Thus only will the general 
welfare’ clause of otr constitution become 
a vital force, for progress, instead of re- 
maining a mere phrase. 

“This also applies to the police powers 
of the government. Make it perfectly clear 
that on every point of this kind it fis your 
intention that the people shall decide for 
themselves how far the laws to achieve their 


purposes shall go, and that their decision 


shall be binding upon every citizen in the 
state, official or non-official, unless, of course, 
the Supreme.court of the nation in any given 
case decide otherwise. 


Machinery of Government. 
“So much for the ends of government; 
and 1 have, of course, merely sketched in 
outline what the ends should be. Now for 
the machinery by which these ends are to be 
achieved; and here again remember I only 
sketch in outline and do not for a moment 
pretend to work out In detail the methods 
of achieving your purposes. 
Let me at the outset urge upon you to 
remember that, while machinery is import- 
ant, it is easy to overestimate ite importanco; 
and, moreover, that each community has the 
absolute right to determine for itself what 
that machinery shall be, subject only to the 
fundamental law of the nation as expressed 
in the constitution of the United States, 
Massachusetts has the right to have ap- 
pointive judges who serve during good de- 
havior, subject to removal, not by impeach- 
ment, but by simple majority vote of the 
two houses of the legislature whenever the 
representatives of the people feel that the 
needs of the people require such removal. 
New York has the right to have a long- 
term elective judiciary. Ohio has the right 
to have a short-term elective judiciary with- 
out the recall. California, Oregon, and 
Arizona have each and every one of them 
the right to have a short-term elective judi- 
clary with the recall. 


Gives Idea of Government, 

“ Personally, of the four systems I prefer 
the Massachusetts one, if addition be made 
to it as I hereinafter indicate; but that is 
merely my preference; and neither I norany 
one else within or without pubic life has 
the right to impose his preference upon an; 
cummunity when the question is as to how 
that community chooses to arrange for its 
¢xecutive, legislative. or judicial functions 
But as you have invited me to address you 
here, I will give you my views as to the 
kind of governmental machinery which, at 
this time, and under existing social and 
iudustrial conditions it seems to me that, as 
A people, we need. 

In the first place, I believe in the short 
ballot. You cannot get good service from 
the public servant if you cannot see him, 
and there is no more effective way of hiding 


“him than by mixing him up with a multitude 


of others so that they are none of them im- 
portant enough to catch the eye of the 
average, workaday citizen. 

The crook in public life is not ordinarily 
the man whom the people themselves elect 
directly to a highly important and respon- 
tible position. The type of boss who has 
made the name of politician odious rarely 
himself runs for high elective office; and if 
he does and is elected, the people have only 
themselves to blame. 

The professional politician and the pro- 
fersiona! lobbyist thrive most rankly under 
a system which provides a multitude of 
elective officers, of such divided respon- 
sibility and of such obscurity that the public 
knows, and can know, but little as to their 
duties, and the way they perform them. 

The people have nothing whatever to 


sv long as they retain their own power to 
held him accountable for his use of the 
rower they have delegated to him. 

Tou will get best service where you 
elect only a few men, and where each man 
has his definite duties and responsibilities, 
and is obliged to work in the open, so that 
the people know who he is and what he is 
doing, and have the information that will 
enable them to hold him to account for his 
stewardship.

FFICIENCY in municipal affairs, in the 

management of women’s clubs, ahd 

in social service was discussed yester- 

day at the regular meeting of the Chi- 

ec zo Woman's club. Men were accused 
of pays too little attention to important 
municipal affairs and too much attention to 
unimportant national matters. This will cause 
women, Mrs, George Bass declared, to take 
the leading part in municipal questions. 

“The equal suffrage campaign is a social 
movement,” she said. “The women of the 
twentieth century are offering to take up this 
civic duty. This is because men perform their 
municipal duties so poorly. 

“They spend their time figuring the chances 
of T. R.“ or W. T.“ and of will he’ or won't 


he,’ while-they neglect the question of wheth- 


er the city shal! make money through the dis- 
posal of its garbage or shall continue to pay 
out large sums of money to others for its dis- 
posal. Soon the women will not be treated as 
inefficient meddlers, but will be considered the 
means of eliminating the spoils system and 
dishonest politics.”

Economical Housekeeping 
Creamed Codfish. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HE codfish is one of the great food re- 

sources of the human race. Perhaps the 

first millionaires after Greek and Roman 

times were those who made their money 

in fisheries. At any rate, this industry 
was big enough and powerful enough to influ- 
ence kings’ ministers and the kings themselves 
and alter the policies of state. 

Codfish, much like hash, has its friends and 
its enemies. It has been anathematized on ac- 
count of its smell. Of course, there are differ- 
ent grades of salt cod, and that which has been 
least carefully cleaned and salted, if it is used 
at all, must be the more carefully prepared. 
Especially must the skin be taken off before it 
is soaked. 

Those who have mostly complained of ‘the 
odor have been those who have boiled thé salt 
fish, which should never be done. To freshen 
and soften dry and salt fish it must be just 
steeped in lukewarm water and is best if kept 
as nearly as possible at the same temperature. 
If it is dry and hard—has been in salt a long 
time—it may have to be soaked in warm water 
forty-eight hours. 

— 

Salt fish is economical and may be made 
palatable. A thick fish is best, and a fish whose 
outer edges are clean has usually been well pre- 
par 
t few people in cities use codfish other 
than in packages. This is good, but the fish in 
salt is better and has much more taste. 

Creamed Codfish.—This is one of the most 
easily prepared of dishes when the package cod- 
fish is used, for it is nothing more than a white 
sauce, in which the shredded codfish is heated 
up or the flaked used according to directions. 
For the white sauce use one tablespoon each 
of butter and flour and one cup of milk. Melt 
the butter over a little fire, stir in the flour 
until the mixture is perfectly smooth, add the 
milk, and stir until it thickens and cooks for 
about ten minutes before adding the fish: 

Cold boiled eggs, cut up in dice and added to 
the creamed codfish, make of this a heartier 
dish, or raw eggs may be cooked with the white 
sauce to make the dish of higher food value. 

> 

All sorts of additions may be made to creamed 
codfish to enhance the fineness of the dish, and, 
as it is a favorite with those who use the 
chafing dish, these additions are mostly such as 
are found among chafing dish supplies—mush- 
rooms, bread crumbs, cheese, the last for 
s~rinkling over the dish. 

Codfish a la Creme.—Pick the requisite 
amount of salt codfish, which has been well 
soaked, into small pieces, cover with cold water, 
let it heat gradually to near boiling, and then 
drain. If it is not then fresh enough cover 
again with fresh, cold water and repeat the 
slow heating, removing from the fire at the 
instant it reaches the boiling point, and drain 
on a sieve. Make a white sauce, put in the 
fish, and coek until the whole is near boiling. 
To make this richer mix the yolks of two eggs 
with a half a cup of cream and add to the sauce 
before the fish is put in. And to make still 
richer an ounce of butter in small pieces after 
the eggs and cream and just before the fish. 
Serve over boiled new potatoes. 

— 

An old French recipe for a creamed codfish is 
the following, in which no flour but only the 
eggs are used to thicken the milk. 

Grand Café Cod.—Heat a pint of milk to the 
boiling point. Prepare the fish the same as for 
fish cakes. Stir in slowly three well beaten 
eggs, a tablespoon of butter, a small quantity of 
chopped parsley, pepper, and more butter. Put 
the fish in the last thing. Let it come to a boil 
and pour into a dish with buttered toast on the 
bottom.

The Irish Actors 


in Three New Plays.

OR a few vivid moments last evening 

the Irish players abandoned their 

“ artlessnes’ and undertook to show 

their facility in the accepted tech- 

nique of melodrama. They were play- 
ing T. C. Murrays Birthright,” which is not 
melodrama, but which has at the end a trag- 
ic physical struggle between two brothers 
of contrasted temperanients—the one having 
taken the birthright of the other. In the 
frelight they threaten and quarrel, with their 
careworn mother interceding in vain, until 
finally they are at each other's throats. 
They snarl and gasp and fight; you can 
hear the crunch of fist against flesh, a table 
is overturned; they fall to the floor with 
a fine, real crash, and the younger slowly 
strangies the elder to death with his han¢s, 
beating his head among the red coals of the 
fireplace. Then there is a wonderful cry 
from the mother—the hard father, who has 
brought about the quarrel, rushes in, and 
the curtain drops on the usual tableau. 

The usual tableau—that is, in its material, 
but different, somehow, in its manifestation 
and effect. For three-quarters of an how 
you have been looking into a bare farmhouse 
kitchen in the County Cork, fascinated by the 
harshness, the bitterness, the tenderness. 
and the pathos of the life therein—a simple, 
racy pageant of primary passion and action, 
represented simply and with the utmost 
reality. So this melodrama must be differ- 
ent, else it would be garish—which last night 
it certainly wage not.

WAGES POINT AT ISSUE. 


Walkout of 800,000 or More Is 
Due to Begin on First 
of March. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
LONDON, Feb. 21.—The invitation extend- 
ed by the government to representatives of | 
the coal mine owners and the miners to meet 
Premier Asquith and other cabinet ministers 
for a conference on the coal situation tomor- 
row has been accepted. 
The strike is scheduled to begin on March! 
and the conference is being held in view of a 
possible settlement. The mintmum wage 
question is at the bottom of the trouble and 
a tentative agreement on this may be ar- 
ranged. 


Conditions Becoming Worse. 
Conditions throughout Great Britain, par- 
ticularly in the manufacturing districts in 
the north of England, are becoming rapidly 
worse as a result of the threatened strike, 
which, if it takes place, will throw 800,000 
miners besides workers in other traces, out 
of employment. 
At many of the iron works and other big, 
factories the men today received notices 
from the employers that their services would 
not be required after Feb. 29, should the coal 
strike be decided on. Most of the factories 
have supplies of coal sufficient for the most 
urgent work in hand. 
In London and other cities the price of 
coal has reached $8 a ton and the poorer 
classes are paying almost double this rate, 
as they purchase in small quantities. 


Two Countries Assure Aid. 

The committee of the International Miners 
federation, which met in conference today, 
adjourned until tomorrow. No decision has 
been officially announced, but it is known 
that both the French and Belgian societies 
have assured the British miners they can 
rely on their active codperation.

tinued a panic would be brought on, worse 
than this country has previously known.

“To this I suggested that if there was 
a condition existing among the greater busi- 
ness interests of this.country that was so 
rotten that an investigation revealing these 
conditions would cause those interests to 
bring on a panic it was better that those con- 
ditions should be known now tkat at least 
the future of the country might be assured. 

It is not possible to come to any other 
conclusion than that if the business is being 
honestly conducted an investigation could 
not do harm, and if business is dishonestly 
conducted then it is necessary that an in- 
vestigation should be made in order to cor- 
rect it.

LOSS OF $7,000,000 
IN HOUSTON FIRE 


Large Section of Texas City 
Swept by Blaze During 
a Windstorm. 


MUCH COTTON DESTROYED 


+ 


Thousand Persons Made Home- 
less by Disaster; Many Fac- 
tories Burned: 


Houston, Texas, Feb. 21.—In the wake of 
the most destructive fire in the history of 
Houston, smoldering wreckage tonight 
covers an area one and a half miles in 
length and varying in width from 200 yards 
to half a mile in the northeastern section 
of the city. 

More than a dozen of the city’s most im- 
portant industrial enterprises are in ruins, 
200 or more dwelling houses and store build- 
ings are in ashes, and approximately 1,000 
Persons are homeless. 


Loss Will Reach $7,000,000. 
An accurate statement of the monetary 
loss is not yet possible, but the most con- 
servative is that it will reach at least $7,000,- 
000. The insurance carried will not ex- 
ceed 40 per cent. 

The industrial plants destroyed include 
three cotton compresses, together With 55,- 
000 bales of cotton, a syrup factory, a pencil 
factory, twp rice mills, a cotton pickery, and 
three lumber yards. The compresses and 
cotton alone were valued at 6,000,000. 

Except for a few who suffered minor 
burns and bruises no casualties attended the 
fire. 
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High Wind Drives Flames. 

Starting in an untenanted rooming house 
while a flerce gale was blowing, the flames 
made rapid headway. Leaping from their 
place of origin, the flames pounced upon ad- 
joining structures and from them swept 
toward the southeast, generally making clean 
and desolate its route, but occasionally spar- 
ing a structure. 

Buffalo bayou divides the city, running 
east and west, and it was not until the con- 
flagration had reached its banks that any 
headway could be made toward checking it.

Alexander Revell Gives Views to 
National Citizens’ League, 


EXPLAINS NEED OF CHANGE, 


Approves Plan Proposed by the Federal

Peoria, Feb. 21.—[Spectal. Alexander H. 
Revell, chairman ot the Roosevelt national 
committee, made an appeal at a meeting 
here today of the National Citizens’ league 
for immediate banking and currency reform 
legislation. Mr. Revell said the question is 
one of interest to everybody, and one that 
should be decided purely on its business 
merits, without appeal to party or personal 
prejudice. Public opinion had not yet been 
convinced of the wisdom of the proposed plan 
of the national monetary commission, but he 
believed this is because of the public’s lack 
of knowledge of the weaknesses of our pres- 
ent banking system. 

** Depressed business conditions, in large 


part due to unstable monetary system, have | 
done much to make business men realize that | 


our monetary system must be remodeled,” 
he said. More years of uncertainty and 
hardship will convert others, but I do not 
‘believe we should wait so that the people 
may acquire wisdom through suffering. 


Demand for Square Deal. 

High financial interests, if they should 
have the power to do so, would make a se- 
rious mistake to introduce into any measure 
anything antagonistic to the interests of the 
small merchant, the lesser bank, the farmer, 
the wage earner, or the man on the street.
